PUBLIC MEETING ON LOW COST HOUSING 
There will be a public meeting later this year to discuss 
the low cost housing scheme. Although the date has yet 
to be set, the Parish Council heard it is likely to be after 

1 October, once the housing association has taken over 
the site. The Clerk said it would cost £5,000 to foreclose 
on the lease with the existing tenant but such a move 
would make no difference to the starting date as the 
agreement between the landowners and the housing 
association had still not been signed. 


MOTORING MATTERS 

Plans for an overflow car park in the school playground 
during the summer holidays are expected to take another 
step forward following a meeting between the Highways 
Committee and the school early in July. Once the go- 
ahead has been given, the Parish Council will distribute 
leaflets among local shops and businesses, and put up 
signs in the village. 

Oxfordshire County Council has given permission for 
vividly coloured anti-speed signs to be put up on the main 
roads in the village. The 30 signs will carry three 
different sets of words and will cost £288 plus delivery. 
There will be a slight change in position for the Earls 
Lane speed humps. Plans are available for inspection in 
the Clerk’s office on Mondays and Wednesdays. 
Councillors asked the Clerk to contact Johnson’s about 
the rutting and loose gravel at the Hopcraft Lane 
entrance to their yard. 


MILLENNIUM CELEBRATIONS 

Parish councillors want to hear people’s ideas for 
celebrating the millennium.. One suggestion from 
villagers is for a parish street party, but as 1 January may 
be too cold they would like to hear of others Contact 
the Clerk or any councillor (names follow this report). 
Otherwise, councillors heard, the only other millennium 
project in the Parish is the millennium map, for which 
organisers have requested a grant of £650 - sales may 
reach £6,500 (see page 12). They decided to postpone 
their decision until the next meeting, to give them time to 
find out more about it. 


STRATEGY WILL AVOID PLANNING TRAP 

A letter from Mr Arthur Lewis of Chapmans Lane, 
questioning the Parish Council’s recent decision not to 
object to plans for a bungalow in the grounds of 
Leadenporch House has prompted councillors to plan a 
strategy for the future. A sub-committee, chaired by Cllr 
Terry Clinch, will look at the principles of infilling and 
backland development and prepare guidelines for 
councillors to follow. They will also write to Mr Lewis 
to explain that his plans for a house on his land were 
turned down because there was no separate access, while 
those for Leadenporch House have two distinct 
entrances. Clirs Geoff Todd and Nigel Oddy felt the | 
-Council’s policy on such development should be clarified, 


as there were other properties in the parish where it-could 
apply. Cllr Oddy said the Council “rnust not be 
compromised in making these decisions”. Cllr Betty Hill 
declared an interest and withdrew during the debate 


TRAVELLING CROOKS TARGET DEDDINGTON 
The number of burglaries in Deddington so far this year is - 
already nearly double the total for 1996 - 13 compared 
with eight. Police Constable Bob Donohue, the area beat 
officer for the Parish, said: “We are being targeted by 
travelling criminals.” Although police activities are 
ongoing he warned everyone to be extra vigilant this 
summer. (See also page 10.) 


SUNDAY SCHOOL NUMBERS FALL 

Deddington Children’s Church is to move back into the 
Town Hall after several years of meeting at the school. 
because of a decline in numbers. Mrs Debbie Welford 
said in a letter that the Town Hall was nearer to the 
Church, and asked the PC to allow the group to use it 
free of charge. Councillors were worried this would set 
a precedent but agreed to let the group use the Town 
Hall on Sundays for a reduced monthly rent of £10. 


LEGION DROPS LICENCE APPLICATION 

The British Legion has withdrawn its application for an 
entertainments licence on the grounds it is a private 

club and as such does not need one. It must close at 
11pm and advertisements must show clearly that events 
are for members and guests only, Complaints about noise 
or nuisance should be sent to Cherwell's Environmental] 
Health Department. (See postbag, page 4.) 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

An extra dog litter bin will be placed on the north side of 
the Town hall, near the telephone kiosk. Two 
parishioners have volunteered for the Village Design 
Statement scheme so far, and the Parish Council has 
agreed, in principle,-to support it - anyone else who is 
interested should contact the Clerk. The name of Lord 
Wimbourne, an early local landowner, will live on if the 
Parish Council’s suggested name of Wimbourne View is 
accepted for the low cost housing scheme (opposite 
Windmill Stores). The Parish Council has received an 
anonymous donation to cover the cost of installing a 
hearing loop at the Holly Tree Club. Vandals have again 
been at work at the Windmill Centre, ripping out the 
telephone, stealing the first aid kit, damaging coat hooks 
and breaking into a cupboard. Deddington Beeches 
Bowls Club are to be reminded to pay their £150 share of 
the cost of killing off a fungal infection on the green The 
Clerk is to check the reason for the Church:tower lights 
not being on. Parishioners are invited to submit their 
ideas on “what the Parish Council can do to improve 
community spirit”. The Clerk is to investigate the cost of 
a Fax machine to “move the PC into the 21" century”.

Banbury | Guardian, on the Parish Council's discussion regarding our application for an entertainments 
licence, there appears to be a misunderstanding which may need expiaining. 

We originally applied for this, on independent advice that under recent legislation such a licence might 
now be required. We have now been informed by the Council that as a private club we do not need this 
and our application has therefore been withdrawn. 

The committee has-had no intention of changing the way the club operates, i.e. to open on Friday 
evenings, Saturdays ‘and Sundays. Special midweek opening will continue for pre-booked events such 
as bowls matches and meetings. 

As regards coaches, there are only three of these per year, bringing members and guests to the club. 
One is for a group of elderly people who call in after their day trip, one visiting from another RBL branch, 
and once a year a coach arrives to take members to and from Royal Ascot. 

There has been a complaint about young people drinking in the Tchure and leaving bottles outside 
neighbours’ houses. On the occasion of one such complaint.by a neighbour the bar staff were able to 
point out to her that the brands of neither of the two bottles she had picked up were sold by the club.

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GARDENING NOTES 


We are well away with the season now. The containers look good. This 
year I have planted much simpler things, mostly last year's geraniums. 


They need less water than some of the annuals I have used in the past. The last two dry 
summers have made me cautious. One newcomer on the patio is a pot of coriander. A friend 
gave me three little seedlings, about two inches high. I put them together into a terracotta 
pot and gave them their codliver oil and malt (well, compost and plenty of water) and away 
they went at top speed. In no time they have produced delicate white flowers and foliage about 
a foot high. A pretty backdrop for the bright geraniums. Added bonus: they taste delicious - 


you just need to chew a bit of leaf. 


If there are geraniums left over, I poke them into any spaces left in the flowerbeds. A bit of 
restrained pink never does any harm. This question of colours and colour schemes comes up 
every now and then. Some gardeners sigh for a white bed a la Sackville West; very restful 
and beautiful but it needs space, time and perseverance. I think that, in fact, most flower 
colours mix together quite happily. It's a matter of taste and if orange offends you, you can 
refrain from marigolds. In my garden, after the Spring yellows, a combination of purples and 


dark reds has given me much pleasure.

All being well, now is the time when you find that a glut of vegetables overtakes you. Take 
stock of the amount of produce you have and remember it for next year. During the planting 
season it is so easy to sow vast quantities of seeds all at once. Bear in mind for next year that 
sowing short rows every two or three weeks means that summer cropping can be extended over 
a longer period with younger vegetables. Around July or August, begin to plant seeds for the 


vegetables you hope to eat during the winter and next spring.

ON THE FARM | 


A dripping June puts everything in tune. Well, it certainly has been a 
dripping June but it needs to dry up now so that we can get on with ar 

the hay making. The crops look very promising and the recent storms have done little eaten 
just a few patches of oats pushed down. The oilseed rape that we left after the ravages of last 
autumn's drought has made a good recovery and may be worth harvesting in the spring. Beans 
have grown away well and look much better than expected after the dry spring. This year the 
river meadows have produced a lot of grass and we have been able to sell a number of fat lambs 
but the strength of the £ has meant that the market prices are well down on last year. The 
same has happened with the grain prices. They are on a 20 year low and sinking. With the 
prospect of the present government doing the same to sheep as the last lot did to the cattle, the 
light at the end of the tunnel has been turned off again! But hope springs eternal, and there is 
always another year. 

At the moment we are upgrading our grain storage with the addition of 5 grain silos. Each silo 
has a roof and 48 curved steel sheets all held together by 3000 bolts, in other words an over- 
grown Meccano kit. We lift them from the top with a telescopic loader and bolt each ring of 
sheets on the bottom. In anything more than a gentle breeze a steel tube 18’ across by 27' high 
hung on a steel cable tends to have a mind of its own and can be difficult to handle. 

The cold wet June has made life difficult for the bees, so honey will be short this year but | 
expect we shall get through. Swarms of bees can be a nuisance and frightening to someone not 
used to them, but they can present an intriguing challenge to 'take', and boyhood experiences of 
tree climbing can be a help. This year | have taken swarms from some unusual places. One was 
from a dustbin in Hempton, that was easy. I received a call to say that a swarm was on an 
elderly lady's washing and could I help. When | got there I was directed to the back garden to 
find the swarm had settled on a rather large pair of winceyette bloomers. | took the swarm and 
returned the said garment to the rather embarrassed lady. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for August 1847:- 


4th AUGUST -Willy completed his 14th year today. 

5th AUGUST - The boys returned to their respective schools, we were all very dull after the 
dear boys had left, for the remainder of the evening. 

7th AUGUST - Our dearest Holford left us once again to go to Mr. W. Jones's at Cheshunt, 
after having been at home for three quarters of a year. 

11th AUGUST - Mr. Seagrove of Barton came and fetched his daughter Maria home after 
luncheon. He intreduced a most delicate subject, with reference to our dearest Betsy, on which 
I did not choose to dwell or enter - but begged him to say no more and think no more about 
her, as being eventually likely to become the wife of his son - a measure to which I could not 
consent under any circumstances - neither did I think she would. 

16th AUGUST -— Went to Worton to be present at the opening of the new organ built by 
Bishop, of London, and erected in the new Church there. . Several friends and relatives of the 
Wilsons in each house, at the Mansion and Rectory. 

17th AUGUST - Wrote to Mr. Bury, his Tutor, about Holford, who is a dear, good fellow. 
18th AUGUST - Talked to W. French again about the coal for the poor and went with Calcutt to 
look at a place on Goose's Green suitable for the erection of a Parish Coal House. 

20th AUGUST - Susan and Betsy drove to Rousham to call there, but were prevented reaching 
the place by the horses taking fright and kicking and running away for some distance, from the 
sting of a wasp it was supposed. Luckily they were stopped by the joint efforts of our two 
servants and Mr. Cottrell Dormer who happened to ride up at the moment. It was a most 
fortunate escape from a most serious if not fatal accident. 

22nd AUGUST - Wrote to our neighbour, Seagrove of Barton, a full and explicit letter relative 
to his son John's proposal to our darling Betsy. 

23rd AUGUST - We left home by Bolton's coach for London to consult Dr. Latham again about 
Betsy and then to proceed onwards to the Isle of Wight on a short excursion. Dr. Latham 
ordered us to Torquay again not later than the middle of October, as we could not move abroad. 
We took up our quarters at The Pier Hotel where the Queen Dowager was expected and arrived 
the next day - we were present when she arrived, a quiet unassuming, ladylike benevolent 
looking personage. We subsequently moved to Shanklin where poor Betsy was run away with 
by an unmanageable donkey and was obliged to throw herself off, whereby she was much 
terrified and not a little bruised.
